Celebration marks start of work on£44million campus for 2,645 children

A CEREMONY has taken place to 
celebrate the topping out of a 
£44million free school develop¬ 
ment in Barking.

To mark the milestone, a steel 
beam that will later be lifted and 
secured into the roof of the atrium 
was signed by schoolchildren, con¬ 
struction workers and dignitaries 
from Portakabin and the council. 


Cllr Evelyn Carpenter, cabinet 
member for educational attainment 
and school improvement, said: 
“New school places in areas where 
our youth population is growing is 
good news for the local community 
and the borough as a whole. 

“I have been very impressed with 
the speed with which the project 
has progressed using an off-site 
solution, and in barely seven 
months we have gone from ground¬ 
breaking at the campus to seeing 
the last modules craned into place. 

“Young people will now benefit 
from an aspirational learning envi¬ 


ronment and inspirational teaching 
to ensure they are well educated 
and realise their dreams.” 

Simon Ambler, director of 
Portakabin, said: “We are absolute¬ 
ly delighted with the progress since 
the ground breaking in December, 
which is a credit to everyone 
involved. This campus will provide 
an outstanding environment for 
children to flourish and enjoy their 
learning activities for many genera¬ 
tions to come.” 

The primary and special educa¬ 
tional needs schools are on target to 
be completed in September.
